Again | wish to thank the Board of Directors, the Committee Chairpersons, the Members of each Committee, and 
the Members at Large for their continued support of the Alumni Association.

IN MEMORIAM 
CARRIE BELLE HERDMAN MC NEILL — 1892-1980 


Carrie Belle Herdman was born in Indianapolis, Indiana on February 27, 1892. She graduated from New Trier 
Township High School in 1909 and after taking some post-graduate courses enrolled in the University of Illinois receiv- 
ing a baccalaureate degree with honors in 1914. After teaching school for a short time, she enrolled in the School of 
Nursing, Presbyterian Hospital October 2, 1916 and received her diploma November 29, 1919. 

From November 1919 through March 1927 she was employed at Presbyterian Hospital working as Charge Nurse 
on 6th Jones, 4th Jones, 2nd floor; Teaching Supervisor; and relieving the North (endowed) Nurse. In 1923 she married 
Charles McNeill. She stayed home from 1927 until 1935 during which time her daughter Barbara was born. In 1935 
she returned to the School of Nursing as an instructor and assistant to Miss Russell. In 1939 she was appointed educa- 
tional director and served in this capacity until she retired in 1953. 

Because of her various faculty positions and her service as Educational Director, Mrs. McNeill represented the 
School of Nursing to the students who knew and remember her. Her final years were spent in the Presbyterian Home in 
Evanston. Her death occurred on June 28, 1980. Anyone wishing to honor her memory may contribute to the Carrie
